The other side, however—the 
farmers—is still largely unorganised, and 
has no common or settled policy with 
which to meet the demands of labour. 
The result is a chaotic situation, ‘with dis- 
putes settled in one county and persisting 
in the next, and the shadow of uncertainty 
hanging over the gathering of the harvest 
up and down the country. Farmers will 
need to look beyond the immediate settle- 
ment of these disputes and to consider 
the moral of the disadvantage in which 
they find themselves with regard to them. 
The moral is plain enough. It is that of 
the imperative necessity for organisation. 
In the first place, it is obvious that the 
industry of agriculture cannot bear the | 
burden of the continually higher standard | 
of living which organised labour is now 
able to demand unless it is organised 
scientifically and on a large scale, as such 
industries as shipbuilding and mining 
are organised, co that it can be worked 
economically and be able to eliminate the 
further burden of middlemen’s charges 
which weighs upon it. In the next place, 
it is obvious that, if unorganised farmers 
are to continue to deal with organised 
labourers, they must, being without any 
commen principles of action, be isolated 
and defeated in detail. That, we repeat, 
is the plain moral for farmers of their 
present situation with regard to labour. 
Any unmediate relief which they obtain 
by whatever local settlements may be 
effected now cannot be other than transi- 
tory unless they learn the lesson of 
organisation. 

The argument, moreover, carries a stage 
further. A base line of wages was fixed 
by the Agricultural Wages Board for the 
three groups of counties into which Ire- 
land is divided for the purposes of the 
Board's operations ; and it was originally 
intended that joint committees of farmers 
and labourers should be called together 
to adjust wages above that base line in 
accordance with local conditions This 
has not been done generally—hence the 
recent crop of disputes. We find, how- 
that wherever it has been done; 
wherever representatives of farmers as A 
body and of labourers as a body in a dis- 
trict got together; wherever the 
former could see for themselves: how far 
the men's demands were just and the 
latter could see for themselves how far 
the industry locally was able to bear such 
demands—in almost ail such cases the 
question was settled to the satisfaction of 
both parties with no great difficulty.

They also bombed 
the enemy s artillery positions, aero- 
dromes, and lines of communication, 
dropping during the week the enormons 
amount of 320 tons of high explosives. 
The British losses were 125 machines. So 
much for purely combetant work, but that 
does not by any means complete the Air 
Force's activities. Thousands of photo- 
graphs were taken over the German lines, 

and many machines were continuously em- 

ployed in making observations for the 
artillery. The Royal Air Force has be- 
come such an indispensible aaxiliary to 
the Navy and Army that it is difficult to 
realise that four years ago we possessed 
considerably less than 100 machines. The 
developfhent of the Force is one of the 
wonders of the war.

The offer was rejected by the men, 
who reiterated their original demands, and gave 
notice that in the event of «© refusal they would 
withdraw their labour on Monday next.

LABOUR DISPUTES AND SETTLEMENTS. 

As a result of the conferences initiated by 
Sir T. W. Russell, M.P., Vice-President of the 
Department of Agriculture, and Mr. F. V 
Devere, representative of the National Service 
Department, the etrike of agricultural labourers 
in the Wicklow rural district, Ballyteskin, has 
been settled. The terms of settlement were an 
increase of 2s.

FIGHTING SOUTH OF THE 
AVRE. | 

The Press Association's: Speéial Correspondent 
with the French Army, telegraphing on August 
16th, says:—On the Roye-Lassigny front local 
engagements have enabled us to overcome the 
enemy's resistance. In co-operation with 
Canadian forces, the French have progressed to 
the east of Goyencourt, to the west of St. Mard 
and Lancourt, about a mile from Roye, and 
have reached the Lancourt-Tilloloy high roa-l. 
We have also made further progress in the 
Boise des Loges. The French have taken over 
250 prisoners in the course of these various 
operations. The Air Servigé was fairly active. 


LUDEND®RFF’S MAXIMS. 


The Press Association's Correspondent with the 
French Army, telegraphing last night, says :— 
It is, interesting to-night that a month ago 
Ludendorff professed to desire nothing better 
than that the Allied armies should attack him. 
In an order, dated July 6th, which evidently is 
a reply to representations that had been made 
to him by commanders on the front regarding 
the efficacy of the French methods of attack, 
and the danger to which certain parts of the 
German iine were exposed, he lays down rules 
for the defence of positions in entrenched and 
open ground, which might have been written by 
General Gouraud himself. In this order Luden- 
dorff insists on the necessity of the deep ad- 
vanced sone held lightly by patrols, small posts, 
and sentries. The advanced zone of a hundred 
or two hundred yards is of no avail, except In 
the case of a strongly-fortified front, backed by 
strong artillery. In case of a methodical at- 
tack the advanced sone should be evacuated— 
why lose prisoners? The recent attacks of the 
enemy, and the regrettably large numbers’ of 
prisoners lo&t show that “ we hold our first lines 
in too great density, and that the depth of the 
advanced zone is insufficient.’’ Ludendorff, at 
any rate, was full of confidence in his own 
maxims. [If the advan gone was evacuated 
it might be necessary to move the main line of 
resistance farther back, but what of that. ' We 
lose ground certainly,’’ he continues, “ but the 
fear that the Entente could drive us back 
several kilometres is absolutely tinjustified, be- 
cause the enemy has as few men available for 
such attacks as we have. We should only have 
reason to rejoice if the Fnfente attacked. They 
attack, in general, in dense formations, and we 
could not desire better.”’ 


FAMINE IN SALZBURG. 


The food situation in Salzburg is, gays a 
Reuter’s Zurich telegram, daily becoming more 
desperate, and the local population have been 
notified that they can have no more meat for 
the next seven days. As the result of a

ALLIED EXPEDITIONS TO 
RUSSIA. 


In a leading article on the various Allied 
expeditions now on Russian soil, The Times 
expresses its opinion that the Japanese ex- 
pedition is, as yet, not sufficient for its task. 
The way to Irkutsk is long and difficult, and 
until the expedition has passed Lake Baikal, 
which may take a considerable time, the posi- 
tion of the gallant Czrecho-Slovake in Western 
Siberia will continue to be extremely dangerous. 
We bave little doubt that the disciplined, 
though limited, Allies’ forces already concen- 
trating in Siberia will be able to hold their 
own against the rabble of released criminals, 
prwoners of war, and far from resolute Bolshe- 
vista who may oppose them. Although these 
mobs are German led, they have shown con- 
siderable reluctance to withstand well organ. 
ised troops, as the earlier successes of the 
Czecho-Slovaks revealed. Yet the Allies will 
eventually find themselves very far from: their 
base, with communications only  silenderly 
guarded, and we should feel more comfortable 
about their prospecia if the expedition were 
enlarged. Japan has substantial forces 
mobilised, but the bulk of them are still on 
Ghe wrong side of the water. Very little infor- 
@mation is forthcoming about the doings of the 
Allied contingents in the recvions of the Euro- 

Arctic. We know that the 
Expedition has reached Kem, 
but not much else. On the other 
band, disquieting reports are arriving regarding 
German activities in these territories. The 
Germans in Finland appesr to be inciting, and 
éven compelling, Finnish forces, with a German 
stiffening, to operate against the Allies outside 
Finnish territory. One such force of unknown 
gtrangth is said to be slowly moving towards 
the White Sea, in the latitude of Kem, with 
the apparent object of cutting the Murman rail- 
way, if it can. Much more sinister is the re- 
port that Finn-German troops are concentrat- 
ing and making roads at Tschnolis Jarvi, north 
of Lake Enara, in the extreme north of Fin- 
land. The original objects of the Murman ex- 
pedition presumably were to keep open the 
railway end to prevent the Germans from 
ecguiring a eubmarine base in the Arctic. 
From Leke Enara they can move on the 
Petolienge inlet, which is unprotected, and 
would be a useful naval base, while, if they 
ean reach Petchenga, they will be in a position 
to strike at the Arctic terminus of the Murman 
railway. Though we note these possibilities, 
we are wire that they are constantly present 
in the minds of the military authorities. Mean- 
while, Germany is credited with the intention 
ef esiging Petrograd by way of a counter- 
tiroke.

IN ARCHANGEL REGION. 


A telegram from Moscow, ria Press Associa- 
tion Correspondent at Amsterdam, says that 
the following official Bolshevik communiqué has 
been issued there :— 

Czecho Front of the East.—Our flotilla was 
fired at by enemy cavalry, but storm and dark- 
ness obliged the enemy to retire. We landed 
at Nesthiemera, and advanced to Kasymzevo, 
where we found grain stores..

In the Murman district, in the direc- 
tion of Archangel, we captured enemy positions 
near Onega. The enemy abandoned fighting. 
in the Voronesh district, ini the direction of Po- 
verne and Zarzyn, our troops captured the sta- 
tion of Poljana. 

According to a telegram from Kieff, through

LABOUR DISPUTES AND SETTLEMENTS.

Ludendorff, at 
any rate, was full of confidence in his own 
maxims. If the advanced sone was evacuated 
it might be necessary to move the main line of 
resistance farther back, but what of that. ' We 
lose ground certainly,” he continues, “ but the 
fear that the Entente could drive us back 
several kilometres is absolutely tnjustified, be- 
cause the enemy has as few men available for 
such attacks as we have. We should only have 
reason to rejoice if the Enfente attacked. They 
attack, in general, in dense formations, and we 
could not desire. better.’’ 


FAMINE IN SALZBURG. 


The food situation in Salzburg is, gays a 
Reuter's Zurich telegram, daily becoming more 
desperate, and the local population have been 
notified that they can have no more meat for 
the next seven days. As the result of a 
largely-attended public meeting, the city is now 
placarded with posters headed “ Final Appeal 
to Strangers and Tourists,” demanding, in the 
interests of the starving middle classes, that 
they leave the city immediately, because the 
tourists have forced up prices of foodstuffs. 
The posters add:—We for weeks past have had 
no fats, no butter, no eggs, no meat, . and 
during the last six days no bread.

ALLIED EXPEDITIONS TO 
RUSSIA. 


In & leading article on the various Allied 

á iions now on Russian soil, The Times 
expresses its opinion that the Japanese ex- 
pedition is, as yet, not sufficient for its task. 
The way to Irkutsk is long and difficult, and 
until the expedition has passed Lake Baikal, 
which may take a considerable time, the posi- 
tion of the gallant Czecho-Slovake in Western 
Siberia will continue to be extremely dangerous. 
We have little doubt that the disciplined, 
though limited, Allies’ forces already concen- 
trating in Siberia will be able to hold their 
own against the rabble of released criminals, 

of war, and far from resolute Bolshe- 
vista who may oppose them. Although these 
mobs are German led, they have shown con- 
siderable reluctance to withstand well corgan- 
ised troops, as the earlier successes of the 
OCzecho-Slovaks revealed. Yet the Allies will 
eventually find themselves very far from their 
bese, with communications only  sienderly 
guarded, and we should feel more comfortable 
ebout their prospecie if the expedition were 
enlarged. Japan has substantial forces 
mobilized, but the bulk of them are still on 
Ghe wrong side of the water.

Allied contingents in the revions of the Euro- 
Arctic. We know that the 
Expedition has reached Kem, 
but not much else On the other 
hand, disquieting reports are arriving regarding 
German activities in these territories. The 
Germans in Finland appesr to be inciting, and 
éven compelling, Finnish forces, with a German 
stiffening, to operate against the Allies outside 
Finnish territory.” One such force of unknown 
gtrength is said to be slowly moving towards 
the White Sea, in the latitude of Kem, with 
the apparent object of cutting the Murman rail- 
way, if it can. Much more sinister is the re- 
port that Finn-German troops are concentrat- 
ing and making roads at Tschnolis Jarvi, north 
of Lake Enara, in the extreme north of Fin- 
land. The original objects of the Murman ex- 
pedition presumably were to keep open the 
railway and to prevent the Germans from 
ecquiring = submarine base in the Arctic. 
From Leke Enara they can move on the 
Petchenge inlet, which is unprotected, and 
would be a useful naval base, while, if they 
ean reach Petchenga, they will be in a position 
to strike at the Arctic terminus of the Murman 
rslway.

FIGHTING AGAIN AT 
THIEPVAL WOOD. 


ENEMY ATTACK AT 
DAMERY. 

Sir Douglas Haig reports that our troops 
have crossed the Ancre, and have been 
engaged in local fighting in the north- 
eastern outskirts of Thiepval Wood. 

A strong enemy attack against our new posi- 
tion at Damery was repulsed with heavy 
enemy lossés. 250 prisoners were taken.

STILL PUSHING FORWARD. 

The Press Association's Special Correspondent 
at Headquarters in France, telegraphing last 
night, says :— 

_ While comparative calm continues, the situa- 
tion eannot be called wholly quiet. Our guns 
nowhere gave the energy peace. While our air- 
men are always thinning out his concentrations 
and columns of reinforcements on the march, 
strong patrols are exploiting the fringe of our 
g4in in all directions, and we continue to effect 
minor improvements of our positions here an: 
there. Thus, on the ground between the Ancre 
and Hebuterne we felt our way forward over a 
fairly wide belt yesterday, establishing manv 
posts, and killing a g many Germans, io 
addition to taking fifty-two prisoners, and some 
machine guns.

An official weekly résumé of the war in 
the air states that the past week has been one 
of wnexampled air fighting in the West, of 
which the materia] results are as disastrous and 


disquieting to Germany as they have been | 


heartening to the British. Whether judged 
by the number of machines engaged, by the 
intensity of the fighting, or by the magnitude 
of the losses inflicted upon the enemy, the 
recent air battle ranks as one of the most for- 
midable of the war. 

From the purely aerial standpoint, the offen- 
sive may be said to haye begun in the very 
early hours of Thursday morning, August 8th, 
when, under cover of darkness. a number of 
British bombing squadrons went out and 
dropped heavy loads of bombs upon the 
enemy's battery positions and other military 
points throughout the intended sector of at- 
tack. These squadrons, having 
their work, were withdrawn during the night, 
but with the launching of the offensive at 
dawn our fighting seouts attacked the enemy 
in great nu nbers, co-operating with the ground 
forces, an‘ materially assisting their rapid aud 
victorious advance. 

HEAVY FIGHTING. 

Some of the heayiest air fighting of the war 
took place upon this day in the sector between 
Albert and the Amiens—Roye road, where the 
were considerably augmented 
shortly after the opening of the battle. No 
fewer than forty-eight enemy machines were 
destroyed in the course of this fighting, and 
seventeen further machines driven down out of 
Fifty British machines failed to re- 
turn. The effect of this initial German reverse 
was speedily noticeable in the marked weakening 
of the enemy's resistance in the air. Probably 
owing to the large number of his machines 
the enemy scouts operated in larger 

This fact, however, did not pre- 
vent the British squadroms from attacking 
them and inflicting upon them even heavier 
losses. Thus during the six following days 185 
enemy machines were destroyed and 89 driven 
down out of control, making a total of 339

DUBLIN BUILDING TRADE. 


SERIOUS STRIKE THREATENED. 
_ A setious situation, involving about 10,000 
men, has arisen in connection with the Dublin 
building trade, as a result of which a general 
strike is threatened to-day. Nearly a month 
ago the members of seventeen sections of work- 
men served notice on the members of the Dublin 
Building Trades Employers’ Association, making 
new demands for increased wages based on the 
terms of the award of the Government Com- 
i ion, plus a bonus of 12) per 
cent, on earnings. These demands represented 
an increase of aid. per hour on the present 
rates, which were adjusted in April last, when 
a settlement was reached. On Sunday last the 
rt gee and other tradesmen held meetings, 
a at the invitation of the employers 4p- 
pointed utations to @ conference, which took 
. At that conference an offer 
H id. per hour on present, rates 
This wall represent an increase of 
r week on pre-war rates. Under the Apri! 
settlement the increase amounted to 16s. 8d 
per week. The offer was rejected by the men, 
who reiterated their original demands, and gave 
notice that in the event of « refusal they would 
withdraw their labour on Monday next. A 
meeting of the employers was held yesterday 
to consider the position, and they decided to 
adhere to their offer, and stated that they 
could not see their way to improve on it. 


LABOUR DISPUTES AND SETTLEMENTS. 

As a result of the conferences initiated by 
Sir T. W. Russell, M.P., Vice-President of the 
Department of Agriculture, and Mr. F. V. 
Devere, representative of the National Service 
Department, the strike of agricultural labourers 
in the Wicklow rural district, Ballyteskin, has 
been settled. The terms of settlement were an 
increase of 2s. 6d. a week to 27s. for outdoor 
men, seven days: 25s., six days; 14s. for men 
boarded and lodged; borrowed men 2s. daily 
extra; £2 harvest bonus, and perquisites at 
Wages Board rates, the men to resume work 
immediately. 

In connection with the threatened strike of 
harvest workers in North Kildare, a meeting o 
the employers is announced for Monday next. 
The workers’ notices expire to-day, and .the 
situation regarding the harvest is creating 
much anxiety. 

The strike at Messrs. Wilson's saw mills, of 
Athlone and Burnley (Yorks), has been turned 
into a general lock-out affecting more than 100 
workers. The operatives in the Athlone Woollen 
Mills have refused arbitration. 

DERRY TRADE DISPUTES.

LUDEND®RFF’S MAXIMS. 


The Press Associacion’s Correspondent with the 
French Army, telegraphing last night, says >— 
It is, interesting to-night that a month ago 
Ludendorff professed to desire nothing better 
than that the Allied armies should attack him. 
In an order, dated July 6th, which evidently is 
a reply to representations that had been mace 
to him by commanders on the front regarding 
the efficacy of the French methods of attack, 
and the danger to which certain parts of the 

rman line were exposed, he lays down rules 
for the defence of positions in entrenched and 
open ground, which might have been written by 

neral Gouraud himself. . In this order Luden- 
dorff insists on the necessity of the deep ad- 
vanced sone held lightly by patrols, small posts, 
and sentries. The advanced sone of a hundred 
or two hundred yards is of no avail, except in 
the case of a strongly-fortified front, backed by 
strong artillery. In case of a methodical at- 
tack -the advanced zone should be evacuat 
why lose prisoners? The recent attacks of the 
enemy, and the regrettably large numbers of 
prisoners lost show that “ we hold our first lines 
In too great density, and that the depth of the 
advanced zone is insufficient.’ Ludendorff, at 
any rate, was full of confidence in his own 
maxims. If the advanced sone was evacuated 
it might be necessary to move the main line of 
resistance farther back, but. what of that. ' We 
ground certainly," he continues, “ but the 
fear that the Entente could drive us back 
several kilometres is absolutely tnjustified, be- 
cause the enemy has as few men available for 
such attacks as we have. We should only have 
reason to rejoice if the Entente attacked. They 
attack, in general, in dense formations, and we 
could not desire better.’ 


FAMINE IN SALZBURG.

The diary of the ex- 
director has not been revised in the light 
of later knowledge. So far as we can 
judge, it is a plain, unvarnished account 
of events as a highly intelligent man saw 
them from day to day in Germany. We 
learn, for example, of the outrages that the 
British and the Russian Armies were sup- 
posed to have committed. It is singular 
to think that all we say about the conduct 
of Germany in Belgium the Germans said 
about the conduct of the* Russians when 
Rennenkamp made his glorious advance 
into East Prussia—the advance which as 
much as anything else saved France, and 
thereby the cause of civilisation. 

We are not altogether sure that Dr. 
Muehlon has not unconsciously served the 
Allied cause better by the form in which he 
has issued his diary than if it had been a 
fierce attack on Germany throughout. No- 
thing is more impressive than the way in 
which Dr. Muehlon was slow)y, and ob 
viously very much against his will, con- 
vinced that the Germans were the curse 
of civilisation. To the thoughtful student 
it is a far more convincing testimony than 
sheer denunciation. After all, the author 
was in a position to possess inner know- 
ledge of the designs of the German Go 
vernment, and his knowledge revolted him. 
He was in the receipt of a large salary, 
witich he has given up, and this is a test 
of his good faith which appeals to all. On 
May 7, 1917, the diarist addressed a letter 
to Herr von Bethmann Hollweg, stating 
that early in July, 1914, the Austrians had 
been with the Kaiser, and that the latter 
had promised to give Austria carte Wanche 
in her dealings with Serbia The guilt 
of this transaction Herr Muehlon dlis- 
tributes among several people, though he 
regards the German Emperor as the chief 
culprit.

STUDIES IN CHRISTIANITY. 

Mr. Clutton-Brock possesses not only 
distinction of style, but also distinction of 
thought. Not a few men to-day are seck- 
ing to interpret Christianity in terms of 
present-day thought. It is the merit of the 
author that he sees that this 
itself It is not a burden 
The latter may not know how much 
their conception of Christianity differs 
from that of their grandfathers: the 
scholar knows it quite well. Tennyson put 
the whole matter in the richt light when 
he said that God fulfils Himself in many 
ways lest one good, not one bad, custom 
should corrupt the worli It is another 
form of the pregnant Latin saying that the 
corruption of the best is the worst. Mr. 
Clutton-Brock is well aware of the place 
as well as the importance of dogma, though 
his book is far removed from a dogmatic 
interpretation which one must reject at 
one's peril. A careful perusal of the book 
reveals the man, and he in effect tells us 
that by living Christianity; and by think 
ing it, he has arrived at a certain frame of 
mind. 

This frame of mind is put before the 
reader with all the force of that persuasive 
English which the writer knows so well 
how to employ. He lays his mind along- 
side one’s own, and enables us to see how 
reasonable and how actual ie the experi- 
ence he unfolds tous. Therefore, his book 
is a difficult one to review. We mean that 
we cannot give, the results of Mr. Clutton. 
Brock in a few sentences. The practical 
man probably desires some such futility as 
the conclusions at which the writer ar- 
rives. We are not sure that he arrives at 
any: certainly, he does not p und any 
startling ones or air any par es.
